TOBACCO CROP. 

Valuable Statistics Compiled from 
Returns to the Auditor of 
Public Accounts. 

All but eighteen counties have 
made their returns to the Auditor of 
Public Accounts of the crop statistics 
taken by the assessor's last fall, and 
the compilation of the tobacco crop 
shows that the 101 counties which 
have made their report raised 157,- 
609 939 pounds, or an increase of 8.- 
585.851 pounds raised by the same 
counties in the previous year. 

If to the aggregate of the 101 cou 
ties there be added the aggregate 
the previous year's production of the 
eighteen counties which have not yet 
reported, the total crop raised for 
1892, not considering any chance of 
an increase in the eighteen counties, 
will be 191,624,283 pounds, as against 
183,038,432 for the year 1891. 

The following is the table by coun- 
ties, showing the crop of 1891 and 
that of 1892, as far as the latter has 
been received by the Auditor:

George T. Stagg, the Well-Known 

Distiller of this City, Died at | £ 1VIL service - In the

The wires on Wednesday conveyed I 
the sad intelligence of the death of 
Capt. George T. Stagg, formerly a 
t of this city. Mr. Stagg was

the President of the George T. Stagg 
Company, which owns the O. F. C. and 
Carlisle distilleries, and retired from 
the company in the fall of 1891 to 
travel for his health 

He had been suffering with lung 
trouble and went to California for 
awhile and thence to Florida, 
while en rout* to Kentucky 
stopped at Baltimore, where his death 
occurred. His wife and eldest son, 
Stanley, were at his bedside and ac- 
companied the remains to Richmond, 
Ky., where the interment took place 
yesterday in the presence of a large 
assemblage of friends, a number of 
whom were from this city. 

The deceased was born near Rich- 
mond about fifty-eight years ago, and 
after serving in the Federal Army 
and attaining the rank of Captain, he 
settled at the close of the war in St. 
Louis and became prosperous in the 
commission business in the firm Greg- 
ory, Stagg & Co. In 1884 he came to 
this city and was President of 
the E. H. Taylor, jr., Distillery Com- 
pany, upon the dissolution of which 
in Japuary, 1887, and retirement of 
Col. E. H. Taylor, jr., he organized 
the George T. Stagg Co., of which 
he became the President. 

Mr. Stagg was twice married, and 
by his first wife leaves a married 
daughter, who resides in Austin, 
Texas, and three sons, Stanley, Tom 
and Frank. He had no children by 
his surviving wife. 

His son To mis now in Alaska and 
will not learn of his father's death 
for several weeks. Capt. Stagg was 
a fine business map and well and 
favorably known in the commercial 
world. To those intimately acquaint- 
ed with him he was a genial and com- 
panionable gentleman, easy of access 
and an entertaining conversationalist, 
but as he was usually absorbed in his 
business cares, those who did not 
know him well regarded him as 
haughty and unapproachable. 

To his widow, who was a devoted 
wife to him, and his children, he left 
a handsome estate.

A New Boat Owned by Frankfort 
to Ply Between this City and 
Shaker Ferry. 

At last a boat haa been secured for 
the upper Kentucky river trade, 
which will be ran directly in the in- 
terest of Frankfort- 
Messrs. Shaw & Sheets are the 
owners of the boat, a sternwheeler 
named W. L. Norton, which formerly 
belonged to the Mason & Foard Com- 
pany for their use at the Eddyville 
prison. 

Mr. George Shaw, the well-known 
merchant of this city, will have com- 
mand and give personal attention to 
everything relating to the business 
that will insure the success of the en- 
terprise. He proposes to make three 
trips a week to . Shaker Ferry and 
also have a large pleasure barge pro- 
vided with all necessary equipments 
for excursion parties.

An Estimate by Auditor Norman 
For 1893 in the Entire 



All the tax returns for 1893 have 
not yet been made to the Auditor's 
I Office, but assuming that about twen- 
ty counties, selected from all parts 
the State would make a fair average 
I test for the entire State, the Auditor 
has computed the total taxable ex- 
jemptionson peroonal property this 
year at *3.000,000. 

Though the old State Revenue Law 
contained provisions for such exemp- 
tions on certain designated kinds of 
personal property, the new law en- 
larged the scope of the exemptions 
by allowing for each family, deduc- 
tions of $250 in value on all personal 
property and also differed from the 
old act in providing a column in the 
tax book in which to make returns of 
such exemptions. It would not be 
correct, therefore, to say that the 
total exemptions returned for 1893 is 
a sum which under the old law would 
have been taxed, but it is safe to es- 
timate that the adding to the words 
"household goods" in the original 
draft of the clause in the Constitu 
tions, the words ''other personal 
property" has had the effect of in- 
creasing the exemptions as much as 
seventy five per cent.
